Increase Cost to Large Users of Water 
Has But Little Effect on Homeowners 


♦ A possible water cost increase 
to largo consumers ending pres¬ 
ent losses in water revenue, 
was indicated Tuesday night 
when the Sierra Madre City 
Council referred to committee 
for study a recommendation by 
I Water Superintendent Joe Swan- 
I son that the water rate in Zone 
13 bo changed to a 7 cent low 
! in order that present losses be 
overcome. 

Zone 3 includes all the upper 
area of Sierra Madre above 
Grandview, the Canyon and 
Marlborough Terrace, served by 
the Auburn reservoir. 

Mr. Swanson disclosed that 
there has been a 100 percent 
increase in water drawn from 
that rc.scrvoir in the last 10 
years. He said the cost of de¬ 
livering water to that point had 
boon established by survey as 
6',z cents per 100 cubic feet. 
Under present ruling, the cost 
to u.ser drops to 5 cents per 
100 cubic feet when over 2500 
cubic feet are u.sed. 

He pointed out that, in 1946, 
water used in the 5 cent bracket 
\vq<! 10^90.'^.400 cubic feet One 

user, he said, averaged 400,000 
cu. feet a month during the 
I summer months and two other 
I users ran approximately the 
same. 

It was his estimate that an 
increase in price for largo con¬ 
sumption would not effect the 
smaller user who rarely draws 
past the 2500 cubic feet mark. 

“We are delivering water 
cheaper than we can pump it.” 
Mr. Swanson summed up.

NORWAY—When Time went 
backward in the Dragon Church. 

As I stood gazing up at this 
lantaslic little church at Fantoft 
—with its six-tiered roof and 
three belfrys one above the 
other—and speculating about its 
origin, I noticed just inside the 
low wall of field stone which 
tnurrounded the churchyard a 
large tumulus or man-made 
mound of earth, about six feet 
high at the center, grass-grown 
and in its center a rugged, 
rough-hewn cross of stone. This 
struck a familiar association in 
my mind. I had recently been 
studying the Old English epic 
of "Beowulf” and here, then, 
was a "barrow” of the sort in 
which the ancient Teutonic and 
Norse chiefs were frequently 
buried, with their weapons, 
jewelry of twisted gold ware, 
and sometimes their favorite 
horse. Nearby was the entrance 
to the churcliyard througli a 
roofed “lich gate” (from O. E. 
“lie" meaning "body”— under 
which the coffin or bier is 
placed to await the arrival of 
the clergyman 1. Passing through 
and under an arch of the clois¬ 
ter I entered the church. 

The interior proved as strik¬ 
ingly unique as the outside. The 
walls, roof, and supporting col¬ 
umns wore all of ancient pitch- 
treated pine, and originally, I 
was told by the little hunch¬ 
back caretaker, there wore no 
seats; and as in the Russian 
churclins, the worshipers stood, 
or knelt. Now there were hand- 
fashioned benclies for tlie choir 
in the chancel and another few 
near the entra:ice. In the chan¬ 
cel, al)ovo the altar one’s at¬ 
tention is caught and lield by a 
richly colored crucifix, strange 
and beautiful in design, said to 
be a 9th century original. The 
taco of tlie Crucified One is a 
strong face, looking out with 
the .stern, sharp features like 
(hose of a Viking and the iiead 
is surmounted by a Viking 
crown. Far beneath, on the mod¬ 
ern railing which> fronts the al 
tar .stands the wood carving of 
a Norse artist’s idea of a cen¬ 
taur—wearing a high hack sad- 
fllo' Altar eiirtnins. and the 
lectern from wliicb Ihe Scrip¬ 
tures are read all appeared If) 
be of modern design, Inil on the 
side-walls are curious painlings, 
done in the 17th century, rep- 
ie.sonling tlie peculiarly Norsf' 
conceptions of tlic .Adoration of 
the Magi and of the Crucifixion. 

When I stopped to study the 
curious old wood-carvings on the 
broad end-supports of the 
benclios in tlie chancel and al 
the door, I had the Ihrill of “di.s- 
eovery”—for myself, al lea.st; 
tor f found several carvings 
wliich seemed to give evidence 
lliat tlie situations depicted 
were part and parcel of some 
of llio old Germanic legends T 
had .recently studied—now al-

Science Comes to 
Aid of Asters 


Double Asters are again eary 
: ^ to grow. 

' Asters arc rapidly regaining Ihcir 
I popularity with home gardeners. 

! Once they were among the leaders, 
as garden and exhibition flowers, a 
place which they well deserved bc- 
i cause of their size, beauty of form 
and variety of vivid colors. 

First a wilt, then a disease known 
ns .a.ster yellows, began to spread 
among them, the disease being 
spread by leaf hoppers, insects 
whicli were difficult to control, 
i Both these handicaps have now 
been largely overcome. Against the 
leaf hoppers, D.D.T. dust docs an 
; amazingly efficient job; so that by 
i dusting the young aster plants reg- 
: ularly until they begin to bloom, the 
■ insects and the infection they carry 
! can be kept away. 

' Asters grow so slowly, they usual¬ 
ly arc given the benefit of an early 
start in a seed box, in order to get 
1 earlier flowers. But florists have 
i found that stronger plants are 
: grown it the seed are sown directly 
: in the garden, and excess plant.' 

! thinned out, so growth jsnotchecked 
‘ by transplanting. Flowers, of course, 
come later than with plants started 
under protection, but not as much 
: later as might be supposed. 

I If you start your own aster seed, 
i in the house, or in a hot-bed or 
i greenhouse, special precautions 
! against fungus diseases should be 
I taken. It will pay to disinfect the 
seed, usir.g one of the new chem¬ 
icals for that purpose which are 
easily obtained and applied. If in¬ 
stead of soil the seed box is filled 
with vcrmiculite, a sterile substi¬ 
tute for soil, healthy plants may 
be depended upon. Vcrmiculite is a 
form of mica widely u.scd for build¬ 
ing insulation. It is mucli liglitcr 
tiian soil, and easy to handle.
